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AN ACT in relation to el evators.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act may be cited as the

El evat or Safety Act.

Section 5. Purpose. The purpose of this Act is to
provide for the public safety of life and linb and to pronote
public safety awareness. The wuse of unsafe and defective
[ifting devices inposes a substantial probability of serious
and preventable injury to enployees and the public exposed to
unsafe conditions. The prevention of these injuries and
protection of enployees and the public fromunsafe conditions
is in the best interest of the people of this State. Elevator
personnel perform ng work covered by this Act shall, by
docunented training or experience or both, be famliar with
the operation and safety functions of the conponents and
equi pnent. Training and experience shall include, but not be
limted to, recognizing the safety hazards and perform ng the
procedures to which they are assigned in conformance with the
requi renents of the Act. This Act shall establish the m ni num
standards for el evator personnel.

The provisions of this Act are not intended to prevent
the wuse of systens, nethods, or devices of equivalent or
superi or quality, st rengt h, fire resi st ance, code
ef fectiveness, durability, and safety to those required by
the Act, provided that there is technical docunentation to
denonstrate the equival ency of the system nethod, or device,

as prescribed in ASME Al17.1, ASME Al18.1, or ASCE 21.

Section 10. Applicability.

(a) This Act covers the design, construction, operation,
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i nspection, testing, maintenance, alteration, and repair of
the followng equipnent, its associated parts, and its
hoi stways (except as nodified by subsection (c) of this
Section):

(1) Hoisting and | owering nmechani snms equi pped with a
car or platform which nove between 2 or nore | andings.
This equipnment includes, but is not Ilimted to, the
followng (also see ASME Al7.1, ASME Al7.3, ASME Al8.1
and ANSI A10.4):

(A) El evators.
(B) Platformlifts and stairway chair lifts.

(2) Power driven stairways and wal kways for carrying
persons between | andi ngs. This equi pnent includes, but is
not limted to, the followng (also see ASME Al7.1 and
ASME Al17.3):

(A) Escal ators.
(B) Moving wal ks.

(3) Hoisting and | owering nmechani sns equi pped with a
car, which serves 2 or nore landings and is restricted to
the carrying of material by its [imted size or I|imted
access to the car. This equi pnent includes, but is not
limted to, the follow ng (al so see ASME Al7.1 and ASME
Al7.3):

(A) Dunbwaiters.
(B) Mat eri al lifts and dunmbwaiters wth
automatic transfer devices.
(b) This Act covers the design, construction, operation,
i nspection, maintenance, alteration, and repair of automatic
guided transit vehicles on guideways wth an exclusive
right-of-way. This equipnment includes, but is not limted to,
aut omat ed peopl e novers (al so see ASCE 21).
(c) This Act does not apply to the foll ow ng equi pnent:
(1) Material hoists.

(2) Belt manlifts.
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(3) Mobile scaffolds, towers, and platfornms, except
t hose covered by ANSI Al0. 4.

(4) Powered platforns and equi pnent for exterior and
i nterior maintenance.

(5) Conveyors and rel ated equi pnent.

(6) GCranes, derricks, hoists, hooks, jacks, and
sl i ngs.

(7) I'ndustrial trucks.

(8) Portable equi pnent except for portabl e
escal at ors.

(9) Ti ering or piling machines used to nove
materials to and from storage |ocated and operating
entirely within one story.

(10) Equi prment for feeding or positioning naterials
at machine tools, printing presses, etc.

(11) Skip or furnace hoists.

(12) Wharf ranps.

(13) Railroad car lifts or dunpers.

(14) Line jacks, false cars, shafters, nmovi ng
platforns, and simlar equipnent used for installing an
el evator by a contractor licensed in this State.

(15) Railway and Transit Systens.

(d) If a municipality operates a program for t he
installation, alteration, inspection, or certification of
el evators and rel ated equi pnent, this Act shall not apply to
el evators and related equipnent in that municipality if the
standards of installation, al teration, i nspecti on, or

certification are equivalent to those contained in this Act.

Section 15. Definitions. 1In this Act, words and phrases

have the neanings set forth in the follow ng Sections.

Section 15.5. Adm nistrator. "Adm ni strator"” neans the

Ofice of the State Fire Marshal
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Section 15.10. ASCE 21. "ASCE 21" neans the American

Society of G vil Engineers Autonated People Myver Standards.

Section 15.15. ASME Al7. 1. "ASME Al7.1" neans the
Safety Code for Elevators and Escalators, an Ameri can

Nat i onal St andar d.

Section 15. 20. ASME Al7. 3. "ASME Al17.3" neans the
Safety Code for Existing Elevators and Escalators, an

Ameri can Nati onal Standard.

Section 15.25. ASME A18. 1. "ASME Al18.1" neans the
Safety Standard for PlatformLifts and Stairway Chairlifts

an Anmerican Nati onal Standard.

Section 15.27. ANSI A10.4. "ANSI A10.4" neans the safety
requi renents for personnel hoists, an Anmerican National

St andar d.

Section 15.30. Automated people nover. "Automated people
nover" nmeans an installation as defined as an "automated

peopl e nover" in ASCE 21.

Section 15.35. Board. "Board" neans the El evator Safety

Revi ew Boar d.

Section 15.40. Certificate of operation. "Certificate
of operation” neans a certificate issued by the State Fire
Marshal that indicates that the conveyance has passed the
required safety inspection and tests and fees have been paid
as set forth in this Act. The State Fire Marshal may issue a
tenporary certificate of operation that permts the tenporary
use of a non-conpliant conveyance by the general public for a

limted time of 30 days while mnor repairs are being
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conpl et ed.

Section 15.45. Conveyance. "Conveyance" neans any
el evator, dunbwaiter, escalator, noving sidewalk, platform

lifts stairway chairlifts and autonmated peopl e novers.

Secti on 15. 50. El evat or. "El evat or" nmeans an

installation defined as an "elevator" in ASME Al7.1

Section 15. 55. El evat or contractor. "El evat or
contractor" neans any person, firm or corporation who
possesses an el evator contractors |license in accordance wth
the provisions of Sections 40 and 55 of this Act and who is
engaged in t he busi ness of erecting, constructing,
installing, altering, servicing, repairing, or maintaining

el evators or related conveyance covered by this Act.

Section 15.60. Elevator inspector. "Elevator inspector”
means any person who possesses an elevator inspector's
license in accordance with the provisions of this Act or any
person who perforns the duties and functions of an elevator
inspector for any unit of |ocal governnment with a popul ation
greater than 500,000 prior to or on the effective date of

this Act.

Section 15.65. Elevator nechanic. "Elevator mechanic”
means any person who possesses an el evator nechanic's |icense
in accordance with the provisions of Sections 40 and 45 of
this Act and who is engaged in erecting, constructing,
installing, altering, servicing, repairing, or nmaintaining

el evators or related conveyance covered by this Act.

Secti on 15. 70. Escal at or. "Escal ator" means an

installation defined as an "escal ator” in ASME Al7.1
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Section 15. 75. Exi sting instal |l ation. "Exi sting
installation" means an install ation defi ned as an

"installation, existing" in ASME Al7.1

Section 15. 80. License. "License" neans a witten
license, duly issued by the State Fire Marshal, authorizing a
person, firm or conpany to carry on the business of
erecting, constructing, installing, altering, servi ci ng,
repairing, mai nt ai ni ng, or per form ng i nspections of

el evators or related conveyance covered by this Act.

Section 15.85. Elevator contractor's |license. "El evat or
contractor's license" neans a |license issued to an el evator
contractor who has proven his or her qualifications and
ability and has been authorized by the El evator Safety Review
Board to possess this type of license. It shall entitle the
hol der thereof to engage in the business of erecting,
constructing, installing, altering, servi ci ng, testing,
repairing, or maintaining elevators or related conveyance
covered by this Act. The State Fire Mrshal nmay 1issue a
l[imted elevator contractor's license authorizing a firmor
conpany that enploys individuals to carry on a business of
erecting, constructing, installing, altering, servicing,
repairing, or mintaining platform lifts and st ai rway
chairlifts wthin any building or structure, including but

not limted to private residences.

Section 15.90. | nspector's license. "I nspector's
license”" neans a license issued to a person who has proven
his or her qualifications and ability and has been authorized
by the El evator Safety Review Board to possess this type of
license. It shall entitle the holder thereof to engage in the
busi ness of inspecting elevators or related conveyance

covered by this Act.
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Section 15.95. Elevator nechanic's |icense. "El evat or
mechanic's license" neans a license issued to a person who
has proven his or her qualifications and ability and has been
aut horized by the Elevator Safety Review Board to work on
conveyance equipnent. It shall entitle the holder thereof to
install, construct, alter, service, repair, test, nmaintain,
and perform electrical work on elevators or related

conveyance covered by this Act.

Secti on 15. 100. Mat eri al al teration. "Mat eri al

alteration"” neans an "alteration" as defined by the Board.

Section 15.105. Movi ng wal k. "Movi ng wal k" neans an

installation as defined a "noving wal k" in ASME Al7.1

Section 15.110. Private residence. "Private residence"
means a separate dwelling or a separate apartnent in a
multiple dwelling that is occupied by menber s of a

single-famly unit.

Section 15. 115. Repai r. "Repair" has the neaning

defined by the Board, which does not require a permt.

Section 15.120. Tenporarily dor mant . "Tenporarily
dormant" means an el evator, dunbwaiter, or escal ator:

(1) with a power supply that has been di sconnected
by renoving fuses and placing a padlock on the nainline
di sconnect switch in the "off" position;

(2) with a car that is parked and hoi stway doors
that are in the closed and | atched position;

(3) with a wire seal on the minline disconnect
swtch installed by a licensed el evator inspector;

(4) that shall not be used again until it has been

put in safe running order and is in condition for use;
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(5) requiring annual inspections for the duration of
the tenporarily dormant status by a |icensed elevator
i nspect or;

(6) that has a "tenporarily dormant” status that is
renewabl e on an annual basis, not to exceed a one-year
peri od;

(7) requiring the inspector to file a report with
the chief elevator inspector describing the current
condi tions; and

(8 with a wire seal and padl ock that shall not be
renmoved for any purpose wthout permssion fromthe

el evat or inspector.

Section 20. License required.

(a) After July 1, 2003, no person shall erect, construct,
wire, alter, replace, mmintain, renove, or dismantle any
conveyance contained wthin buildings or structures in the
jurisdiction of this State unless he or she possesses an
el evator nechanic's license under this Act and unless he or
she works under the direct supervision of a person, firm or
conpany having an el evator contractor's |license. However, a
Iicensed el evator contractor is not required for:

(1) renoval or dismantling of conveyances that are
destroyed as a result of a conplete denolition of a
secured building or structure or where the hoistway or
wel lway is denolished back to the basic support structure
and where no access is permtted that woul d endanger the
safety and wel fare of a person; and

(2) the conveyance is to be installed in the
hoi st way that was denolished to the basic support
structure.

(b) After July 1, 2003, no person shall 1inspect any
conveyance within buildings or structures, including, but not

limted, to private residences, unless he or she has an
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i nspector's |license. However, any person hired as an el evator
i nspector for any unit of |ocal governnent with a population
greater than 500,000 prior to or on the effective date of
this Act shall not be required to obtain this license until 2

years after the effective date of this Act.

Section 25. Elevator Safety Revi ew Board.

(a) There is hereby created within the Ofice of the
State Fire Marshal the Elevator Safety Review Board,
consisting of 9 nenbers, 2 of whom shall be appointed by the
State Fire Marshal. The Governor shall appoint the remaining
7 menbers of the Board as follows: one representative from a
maj or el evator manufacturing conpany or its authorized
representative; one representative froman el evator servicing
conpany; one representative of the architectural design
prof ession; one representative of the general public; one
representative of a municipality in this State; one
representative of a building owner or nanager; and one
representative of | abor involved in the installation,
mai nt enance, and repair of elevators.

(b) The nmenbers constituting the Board shall be appointed
for initial terns as foll ows:

(1) O the nenbers appointed by the State Fire

Marshal, one shall serve for a termof 2 years, and one

for a termof 4 years.

(2) O the nenbers appointed by the Governor, one

shall serve for a term of one year, 2 for terns of 2

years, 2 for ternms of 3 years, and 2 for terns of 4

years.

At the expiration of their initial ternms of office, the
menbers or their successors shall be appointed for terns of 4
years each. Upon the expiration of a nmenber's term of office,
the officer who appointed that nmenber shall reappoint that

menber or appoint a successor who is a representative of the
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sane interests wth which his or her predecessor was
identified. The State Fire Marshal and the Governor nay at
any tinme renove any of their respective appointees for
inefficiency or neglect of duty in office. Upon the death or
i ncapacity of a nenber, the officer who appointed that nenber
shall fill the vacancy for the renmai nder of the vacated term
by appointing a nenber who is a representative of the sanme
interests with which his or her predecessor was identified.
The nmenbers shall serve wthout salary, but shall receive
fromthe State expenses necessarily incurred by them in
performance of their duties. The Governor shall appoint one
of the menbers to serve as chairperson. The chai rperson

shal |l be the deciding vote in the event of a tie vote.

Section 30. Meeting of the Board. The Board shall neet
and organize wthin 10 days after the appointnment of its
menbers and at such neeting shall elect one secretary of the
Board to serve during the term to be fixed by the rules
adopted by the Board. The Board shall neet regularly once in
each nonth at a tinme and place to be fixed by it and at such
tines as it is deened necessary for the consideration of code
regul ati ons, appeals, variances, and for the transaction of
any ot her business as properly nay cone before it. Special

nmeetings shall be called as provided in Board rules.

Section 35. Powers and duties.

(a) The Board shall consult with engineering authorities
and organizations and adopt rules consistent wth t he
provisions of this Act for the adm nistration and enforcenent
of this Act. The Board may prescribe forns to be issued in
connection with the admnistration and enforcenent of this
Act . The rules shall establish standards and criteria
consistent with this Act for licensing of el evator nechanics,

i nspect ors, and installers of elevators, including the
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provi sions of the Safety Code for Elevators and Escalators
(ASME A17.1), the Safety Code for Existing El evators (ASME
Al18.1), the Standard for the Qualification of Elevator
| nspectors (ASME QElI-1), the Automated Peopl e Mver Standards
(ASCE 21), and the safety requirenments for personnel hoists
(ANSI  A10.4). The Board shall adopt the | atest standards
within 6 nonths of their effective date, and any nodification
of these standards that the Board deens necessary shall be
justified in witing by the Board.

(b) The Board shall have the authority to grant

exceptions and variances from the literal requirenents of
appl i cabl e codes, st andar ds, regul ati ons, and | ocal
| egi sl ation in cases where such variances would not

j eopardi ze the public safety and welfare. The Board shal
have the authority to hear appeals, hold hearings, and decide
upon such within 30 days of the appeal.

(c) The Board shall establish fee schedules for |icenses,
permts, certificates, and inspections. The fees shal
refl ect the actual costs and expenses to operate the Board
and to conduct the duties as described in this Act.

(d) The Board shall be authorized to recommend the
amendnents of applicable |egislation, when appropriate, to
| egi sl ators.

(e) The State Fire Mrshal may solicit the advice and
expert know edge of the Board on any matter relating to the
adm ni stration and enforcenent of this Act.

(f) The State Fire Mrshal my enploy professional,
technical, investigative, or «clerical help, on either a
full-time or part-time basis, as may be necessary for the

enforcenent of this Act.

Section 40. Application for contractor's |icense.
(a) Any person, firm or conpany w shing to engage in the

busi ness of installing, altering, servicing, replacing, or
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mai ntai ning elevators, dunbwaiters, escalators, or noving
wal ks within this State shall nake application for a |icense
with the State Fire Mrshal

(b) Any person wshing to engage in the business of
installing, altering, repairing, servicing, repl acing, or
mai ntai ning elevators, dunbwaiters, escalators, or noving
wal ks within this State shall nake application for a |I|icense
with the State Fire Marshal

(c) Any person wshing to engage in the business of
i nspecting elevators, dunbwaiters, escalators, noving walKks,
or platform or stairway chairlifts within this State shal
make application for a license with the State Fire Marshal
The person nust provide proof of his or her QEl certification
when applying for a license.

(d) Al | appl i cations shall contain the follow ng
i nformation:

(1) if the applicant is a person, the nane,
resi dence, and busi ness address of the applicant;

(2) if the applicant is a partnership, the nane,
resi dence, and busi ness address of each partner;

(3) if the applicant is a donestic corporation, the
name and business address of the corporation and the nanme
and residence address of the principal officer of the
cor poration;

(4) if the applicant is a corporation other than a
donmestic corporation, the name and address of an agent
locally | ocated who shall be authorized to accept service
of process and official notices.

(5) the nunber of years the applicant has engaged in
t he busi ness of installing, inspecting, maintaining, or
servicing elevators or platformlifts or both.

(6) if applying for an elevator contractor's
Iicense, the approxi mate nunber of persons, if any, to be

enpl oyed by the elevator contractor applicant and, if
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applicable, satisfactory evidence that the enpl oyees are
or will be covered by workers' conpensation insurance;

(7) satisfactory evidence that the applicant is or
will be covered by general liability, personal injury,
and property damage insurance;

(8) any crimnal record of convictions;

(9) any other information as the State Fire Marshal

may require;

Section 45, Qualifications for elevator nechanic's
license.

(a) No license shall be granted to any person who has not
paid the required application fee.

(b) No license shall be granted to any person who has not
proven his or her qualifications and abilities. Applicants
for an elevator nechanic's |icense nmust denonstrate one of
the follow ng qualifications:

(1) an accept abl e conbi nati on of docunent ed
experience and education credits consisting of: (A) not
less than 3 years work experience in the elevator
i ndustry, in construction, maintenance, and service or
repair, as verified by current and previ ous enpl oyers
licensed to do business in this St at e; and (B)
sati sfactory conpl etion of a witten exam nation
adm ni stered by the Elevator Safety Review Board on the
nost recent referenced codes and standards;

(2) acceptable proof that he or she has worked as an
el evator constructor, nmaintenance, or repair person;
acceptable proof shall consist of docunentation that he
or she worked without direct and inmediate supervision
for an el evator contractor who has worked on el evators in
this State for a period of not Iless than 3 years
imredi ately prior to the effective date of this Act; the

person nust make application wthin one year of the
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effective date of this Act;

(3) a certificate of successful conpletion of the
mechani ¢ exam nation of a nationally recognized training
program for the elevator industry such as the National
El evator Industry Educational Programor its equivalent;

(4) a certificate of conpletion of an elevator
mechani c apprenticeship program W th st andar ds
substantially equal to those of this Act and registered
with the Bureau of Apprenticeship and Training, US.
Department of Labor, or a State apprenticeship council;
or

(5) avalid license froma state having standards

substantially equal to those of this State.

Section 50. Qualifications for elevator inspector's
license.

(a) No inspector's license shall be granted to any person
who has not paid the required application fee.

(b) No inspector's license shall be granted to any
person, unless he or she proves to the satisfaction of the
admnistrator that he or she neets the current ASME QEI -1,

Standards for the Qualifications of Elevator |Inspectors.

Section 55. Qualifications for elevator contractor's
license.

(a) No license shall be granted to any person or firm
unl ess the appropriate application fee is paid.

(b) No license shall be granted to any person or firm who
has not proven the required qualifications and abilities. An
appl i cant must denonstrate one of t he fol |l ow ng
qualifications:

(1) five years work experience in the elevator
industry 1in construction, maintenance, and service or
repair, as verified by current and previous elevator

contractor's |licenses to do business, or satisfactory
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conpletion of a witten exam nation adm nistered by the
El evat or Safety Review Board on the nost recent
ref erenced codes and standards; or

(2) proof that the individual or firmholds a valid
license froma state having standards substantially equal

to those of this State.

Section 60. |Issuance and renewal of |icenses; fees.

(a) Upon approval of an application, the Ofice of the
State Fire Marshal may issue a license that nust be renewed
bi annually. The renewal fee for the |license shall be set by
t he Board.

(b) Whenever an energency exists in the State due to
di saster or work stoppage and the nunber of persons in the
State holding licenses granted by the Board is insufficient
to cope with the energency, the licensed el evator contractor
shal |l respond as necessary to assure the safety of the
public. Any person certified by a licensed elevator
contractor to have an acceptable conbination of docunented
experience and education to performelevator work w thout
direct and imedi ate supervision shall seek an energency

el evator nechanic's license fromthe Ofice of the State Fire

Mar shal W t hin 5 business days after comencing work
requiring a license. The admnistrator shall issue energency
el evator nmechanic's licenses. The applicant shall furnish

proof of conpetency as the adm nistrator may require. Each
license shall recite that it is valid for a period of 30 days
fromthe date thereof and for such particular elevators or
geographical areas as the admnistrator may designate and
otherwi se shall entitle the Ilicensee to the rights and
privileges of a elevator nechanic's |license issued under this
Act. The admnistrator shall renew an energency el evator
mechanic's license during the existence of an energency. No

fee shall be charged for any energency el evator nmechanic's
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license or renewal thereof.

(c) A licensed elevator <contractor shall notify the
adm nistrator when there are no |licensed personnel avail able
to performelevator work. The |I|icensed elevator contractor
may request that the adm nistrator issue tenporary el evator
mechanic's licenses to persons certified by the |I|icensed
el evator contractor to have an acceptable conbination of
docunent ed experience and education to performel evator work
wi t hout di rect and i mredi ate supervision. Any person
certified by a licensed elevator <contractor to have an
accept abl e conbi nati on of docunented experience and educati on
to perform elevator work wthout direct and immediate
supervision shall imediately seek a tenporary elevator
mechanic's license fromthe adm nistrator and shall pay such
fee as the Board shall determne. Each |icense shall recite
that it is valid for a period of 30 days from the date of
I ssuance and while enployed by the |I|icensed elevator
contractor that certified the individual as qualified. It
shal |l be renewable as |ong as the shortage of |icense hol ders
shal | conti nue.

(d) The renewal of all Ilicenses granted under the
provisions of this Section shall be conditioned upon the
subm ssion of a certificate of conpletion of a course
designed to ensure the continuing education of |icensees on
new and existing provisions of the rules of the Elevator
Safety Revi ew Board. Such course shall consist of not |ess
than 8 hours of instruction that shall be attended and
conpleted within one year immediately preceding any such
I icense renewal .

(e) The courses referred to in subsection (d) of this
Section shall be taught by instructors through continuing
education providers that may include, but shall not be
l[imted to, association semnars and | abor training prograns.

The El evator Safety Review Board shall approve the continuing
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education providers. Al instructors shall be approved by the
Board and shall be exenpt fromthe requirenents of subsection
(d) of this Section with regard to their applications for
license renewal, provided that such applicant was qualified
as an instructor at any tinme during the one year inmmediately
precedi ng the schedul ed date for such renewal .

(f) A licensee who is unable to conplete the continuing
education course required under this Section prior to the
expiration of his or her license due to a tenporary
disability may apply for a waiver fromthe Board. This shal
be on a form provided by the Board, which shall be signed
under the penalty of perjury and acconpanied by a certified
statenent from a conpetent physician attesting to such
tenporary disability. Upon the term nation of such tenporary
disability, the Ilicensee shall submt to the Board a
certified statenent fromthe sane physician, if practicable,
attesting to the termnation of the tenporary disability, at
which tine a waiver sticker, valid for 90 days, shall be
issued to the licensee and affixed to his or her |icense.

(g) Approved training providers shall keep for a period
of 10 vyears wuniform records of attendance of |icensees
followng a format approved by the Board. These records
shall be available for inspection by the Board at its
request. Approved training providers shall be responsible for
the security of all attendance records and certificates of
conpletion, provided that falsifying or know ngly allow ng
another to falsify attendance records or certificates of
conpl etion shal | constitute grounds for suspension or

revocation of the approval required under this Section.

Section 65. Penalties; suspension and revocation of
licenses. A license issued pursuant to this Act may be
suspended, revoked, or subjected to a penalty by the

adm ni strator upon verification that any one or nore of the
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foll ow ng reasons exist:

(1) any false statenent as to material matter in the
appl i cation;

(2) fraud, msrepresentation, or bribery in securing
a |license;

(3) failure to notify the admnistrator and the
owner or |essee of an elevator or related nechanisns of
any condition not in conpliance with this Act; or

(4) violation of any provisions of this Act.

Section 70. Hearing on charges; decision. No |license
shal | be suspended, revoked, or subjected to a penalty until
after a hearing before the adm nistrator, upon notice to the
licensee of at least 10 days at the last known address
appearing on the license, served personally or by registered
mai |l . The notice shall state the date, hour, and place of
hearing and set forth a statenent of facts constituting the
grounds for the char ges agai nst t he | i censee. The
adm ni strator shall suspend or revoke the license or dismss

t he proceedi ng, subject to adm nistrative revi ew.

Section 75. Appeals. Any person whose |license is revoked,
suspended, or subjected to a penalty nmay appeal from a
determnation to the Board, which shall wthin 30 days
thereafter, hold a hearing, of which at |east 15 days witten
notice shall be given to all interested parties. The Board
shall, wthin 30 days after the hearing, issue a decision

subject to admnistrative revi ew.

Section 80. Registration of existing elevators, platform
lifts, dunmbwaiters, escalators, noving wal ks, and any other
conveyance. Wthin 6 nonths after the date of the appoi ntnent
of the Board, the owner or Ilessee of every existing

conveyance shall register with the State Fire Mrshal each
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el evator, dunbwaiter, platform I|ift, escalator, or other
device described in Section 10 of this Act and provide the
type, rated l|oad and speed, nane of manufacturer, its
| ocation, the purpose for which it 1is used, and such
additional information as the State Fire Marshal may require.
El evators, dunbwaiters, platform lifts, escalators, noving
wal ks, or other conveyances of which construction has begun
subsequent to the date of the creation of the Board shall be
registered at the tinme they are conpleted and placed in

servi ce.

Section 85. Conpliance with State fire prevention and
buil ding code | aws. It shall be the responsibility of
individuals, firns, or conpanies |icensed as described in
this Act to ensure that installation or service and
mai nt enance of el evators and devices described in Section 10
of this Act is perfornmed in conpliance with the provisions
contained in applicable State fire prevention and building
code laws where the nunicipality or other unit of |oca
government has elevator safety codes that are not as

stringent.

Section 90. Permts.

(a) No conveyance covered by this Act shall be erected,
constructed, installed, or altered wthin buildings or
structures wthin this State wunless a permt has been
obtained from the Ofice of the State Fire Marshal or a
muni cipality or other wunit of [|ocal governnent. If the
permt is obtained froma nunicipality or other unit of |ocal
gover nnent , t he muni ci pal ity or other wunit of |ocal
governnment that issued the permt shall keep the permt on
file and available to the State Fire Marshal for inspection
for a period of not less than one year from the date of

I ssuance. VWere any material alteration is nade, the device
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shall conformto applicable requirenents in ASME Al7.1, ASME
A18.1, ASCE 21, or ANSI A10.4. No permt required under this
Section shall be issued except to a person, firm or
corporation holding a current elevator contractor's |icense,
duly issued pursuant to this Act. A copy of the permt shal
be kept at the construction site at all tines while the work
IS in progress.

(b) The permt fee shall be as set by the Board. Permt
fees coll ected are non-refundabl e.

(c) Each application for a permt shall be acconpani ed by
appl i cabl e f ees and by copies of specifications and
accurately scaled and fully dinmensioned plans showing the
| ocation of the installation in relation to the plans and
el evation of the building, the | ocation of the machinery room
and the equipnment to be installed, relocated, or altered, and
all structural supporting nenbers, including foundations.
The applicant shall also specify all materials to be enpl oyed
and all |oads to be supported or conveyed. These plans and
specifications shall be sufficiently conplete to illustrate
all details of construction and design.

(d) Permts may be revoked for the foll ow ng reasons:

(1) Any false statenents or mi srepresentation as to
the material facts in the application, pl ans, or
specifications on which the permt was based.

(2) The permt was issued in error and should not
have been issued in accordance wth the code.

(3) The work detailed under the permt is not being
performed in accordance wth the provisions of the
application, plans, or specifications or with the code or
conditions of the permt.

(4) The elevator contractor to whomthe permt was
issued fails or refuses to conmply with a "stop work"
order.

(5) If the work authorized by a permt is not
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commenced within 6 nonths after the date of issuance, or
Wi thin a shorter period of tine as the State Fire Marsha
or his or her duly authorized representative in his or
her discretion may specify at the tine the permt is
I ssued.

(6) If the work is suspended or abandoned for a
period of 60 days, or shorter period of tinme as the State
Fire Marshal or his or her duly authorized representative
in his or her discretion my specify at the tinme the
permt is issued, after the work has been started. For
good cause, the State Fire Marshal or his or her
representative may allow an extension of this period at

his or her discretion.

Section 95. New installations; annual inspections and
registrations.

(a) Al new conveyance installations shall be perforned
by a person, firm or conpany to which a license to instal
or service conveyances has been issued. Subsequent to
installation, the licensed person, firm or conpany mnust
certify conpliance with the applicable Sections of this Act.
Prior to any conveyance being used, the property owner or
| essee nust obtain a certificate of operation fromthe State
Fire WMarshal, wunless the property is located within a
muni ci pality with a popul ation greater than 500,000. A fee as
set forth in this Act shall be paid for the certificate of
operation. It shall be the responsibility of the I|icensed
el evat or contractor to conplete and submt first tine
registration for new installations. The certificate of
operation fee for newy installed platformlifts and stairway
chair [|ifts for private residences shall be subsequent to an
i nspection by a licensed third party inspection firm

(b) The certificate of operation fee for all new and

existing platform and stairway chair |Ilifts for private
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resi dences and any renewal certificate fees shall be waived.
The State Fire Marshal or his or her designee shall inspect,
in accordance wth the requirenents set forth in this Act,
all newy installed and existing platformlifts and stairway
chair lifts for private residences subsequent to an
i nspection by a person, firm or conpany to which a license
to i nspect conveyances has been issued.

(c) Acertificate of operation referenced in subsections
(a) and (b) of this Section is renewabl e annual ly, except for
certificates issued for platformand stairway chairlifts for
private residences, which shall be valid for a period of 3
years. Certificates of operation nust be clearly displayed on
or in each conveyance or in the machine roomfor use for the

benefit of code enforcenent staff.

Section 100. | nsurance requirenents.

(a) Elevator <contractors shall submt to the State Fire
Marshal an insurance policy or certified copy thereof, issued
by an insurance conpany authorized to do business in the
State, to provide general liability coverage of at |east
$1,000,000 for injury or death of any one person and
$1, 000,000 for injury or death of any nunber of persons in
any one occurrence, Wwth coverage of at |east $500, 000 for
property damage in any one occurrence and statutory workers
conpensati on i nsurance coverage.

(b) Private el evator inspectors shall submt to the State
Fire Marshal an insurance policy or certified copy thereof,
i ssued by an insurance conpany authorized to do business in
the State, to provide general liability coverage of at | east
$1,000,000 for injury or death of any one person and
$1, 000,000 for injury or death of any nunber of persons in
any one occurrence, Wwth coverage of at |east $500,000 for
property damage in any one occurrence and statutory workers

conpensati on i nsurance coverage.
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(c) These policies, or duly certified copies thereof, or
an appropriate certificate of insurance, approved as to form
by the Department of Insurance and as to sufficiency by the
State Conptroller, shall be delivered to the State Fire
Marshal before or at the tine of the issuance of a |icense.
In the event of a material alteration or cancellation of a
policy, at |least 10 days notice thereof shall be given to the

State Fire Marshal

Section 105. Enforcenent.

(a) It shall be the duty of the Elevator Safety Review
Board or nunicipality or other unit of |ocal governnent to
develop an enforcenent program to ensure conpliance with
rules and requirenments referenced in this Act. This shal
i ncl ude, but shal | not be [imted to, rules for
identification of property locations that are subject to the
rules and requirenents; issuing notifications to violating
property owners or operators, randomon-site inspections, and
tests on exi sting install ati ons; W t nessi ng peri odic
inspections and testing in order to ensure satisfactory
performance by licensed persons, firnms, or conpanies; and
assi sting in devel opnent of public awareness prograns.

(b) Any person may nake a request for an investigation
into an alleged violation of this Act by giving notice to the
State Fire Marshal of such violation or danger. The notice
shal | be in witing, shall set forth wth reasonable
particularity the grounds for the notice, and shall be signed
by the person making the request. Upon the request of any
person signing the notice, the person's nane shall not appear
on any copy of the notice or any record published, released,
or made avail abl e.

(c) If, upon receipt of such notification, the State Fire
Marshal determnes that there are reasonable grounds to

believe that such violation or danger exists, the State Fire
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Marshal shall cause to be nmade an investigation in accordance
with the provisions of this Act as soon as practicable to
determne if such violation or danger exists. If the State
Fire Marshal determ nes that there are no reasonable grounds
to believe that a violation or danger exists, he or she shal

notify the party in witing of such determ nation

Section 110. Liability.

(a) This Act shall not be construed to relieve or |essen

the responsibility or liability of any person, firm or
corporation owning, operating, controlling, mai nt ai ni ng,
erecting, constructing, installing, altering, inspecting,
testing, or repairing any elevator or other related

mechani snms covered by this Act for danages to person or
property caused by any defect therein, nor does the State
assunme any such liability or responsibility therefore or any
l[tability to any person for whatever reason whatsoever by the
adoption of this Act or any acts or om ssions arising under
this Act.

(b) Any owner or I|lessee who violates any of t he
provisions of this Act shall be fined in an anpbunt not to

exceed $1, 500.

Section 115. Provisions not retroactive. The provisions
of this Act are not retroactive unl ess otherw se stated, and
equi pnent shall be required to conply wth the applicable
code at the date of its installation or within the period
determ ned by the Board for conpliance with ASME Al7.3,
whi chever is nore stringent. |If, upon the inspection of any
device covered by this Act, the equipment is found in
dangerous condition or there is an i medi ate hazard to those
riding or using such equipnment or if the design or the nethod
of operation in conbination with devices used is considered

i nherently dangerous in the opinion of the adm nistrator, he
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or she shall notify the owner of the condition and shal
or der such alterations or additions as nmy be deened

necessary to elimnate the dangerous condition.

Section 120. Inspection and testing.

(a) I't shall be the responsibility of the owner of al
new and existing conveyances |ocated in any building or
structure to have the conveyance inspected annually by a
person, firm or conpany to which a license to inspect
conveyances has been issued. Subsequent to inspection, the
licensed person, firm or conpany nust supply the property
owner or |l essee and the State Fire Mrshal with a witten
i nspection report describing any and all violations. Property
owners shall have 30 days fromthe date of the published
i nspection report to be in full conpliance by correcting the
vi ol ati ons.

(b) It shall be the responsibility of the owner of al
conveyances to have a firmor conpany |icensed as described
in this Act to ensure that the required inspection and test
are perforned at intervals in conpliance with ASME Al7.1,
ASME A18.1, and ASCE 21.

(c) Al tests shall be perforned by a |icensed el evator

mechani c.

Section 125. State |law, code, or regul ation. Whenever a
provision in this Act is found to be inconsistent with any
provi sion of another applicable State |law, code, or rule, the
State law shall prevail. This Act, unless specifically stated
otherwse, is not intended to establish nore stringent or
nore restrictive standards than standards set forth in other

applicable State | aws.

Section 130. Accidents. The owner of each conveyance

shall notify the admnistrator of any accident causing
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personal injury or property damage in excess of $1,000 that
i nvol ves a conveyance, on or before the close of business the
next business day following the accident. The Ofice of the
State Fire Marshal shall investigate and report to the Board
the cause of any conveyance accident that may occur in the
State, the injuries sustained, and any other data that nay be

of benefit in preventing other simlar accidents.

Section 135. Elevators in private residences. The owner
of a conveyance located in his or her private residence may
register, pay the required fee, and have his or her existing
conveyance i nspected. The Adm nistrator shall provide notice
to the owner of the private residence where the conveyance is
|located with relevant information about conveyance safety
requirenents, including the need to have the el evat or
periodically and tinely inspected and made safe. Any
i nspection perfornmed shall be done solely at the request and
with the consent of the private residence owner. No penalty
provision of this Act shall apply to private residence

owners.

Section 140. Local regulation; hone rule.

(a) A municipality wthin its corporate limts and a
county within unincorporated areas within its boundaries may
i nspect, license, or otherw se regul ate el evators and devi ces
described in Section 10 of this Act, but any safety standards
or reqgul ations adopted by a nunicipality or county under this
subsection nust be at |least as stringent as those provided
for inthis Act and the rules adopted wunder this Act. A
muni ci pality or county that inspects, |licenses, or otherw se
regul ates el evators and devices described in Section 10 of
this Act may inpose reasonable fees to cover the cost of the
i nspection, licensure, or other regul ation.

(b) A home rule unit may not regulate the inspection or
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licensure of, or otherwi se regulate, elevators and devices
described in Section 10 of this Act in a manner |ess
restrictive than the regulation by the State of those matters
under this Act. This subsection is a Ilimtation under
subsection (i) of Section 6 of Article VII of the Illinois
Constitution on the concurrent exercise by honme rule units of

powers and functions exercised by the State.

Section 990. Repealer. This Act is repealed 10 vyears

after the effective date of this Act.
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
